Mythird proofe is from a tradition the 
Church hath had,of the houſes of ſome de- 
voutand pious Chriſtians as afterwards,ſo 
eycnin the Apoſtles time , converted into 
Churches or Oratories; as the houle of 
T beopbilus, a potent man, in 4ntixb (the 
lame,as is ſuppolſed,to whom S:Luke(who 
was alſo an Antiochean) inſcribes both his 
Goſpell and Acts of the Apoſtles ) who, 
being converted unto the Faich by S.Peter, 
converted his houſe into a Church, where 
S.Peter had his farſt See, or EpiſcopallReſi- 
dence. 'This tradition is derived out of the 
Recognitions of Clemens, where ir is firſt 
found. Which, though it be an Apocry- 
phall writing yet is of no {mall antiquity ; 
and this paſlage is of ſuch anaturezas it can- 
not be well imagined, to whar end it

ans had Oratories-or Churches, that 15,ap- 
propriate Places fox Chriſtian m—— in 
every of the firſt 300, yeares :Tam well al- 
ſured (whoſoever be Tudge) long before 
the dayes of Conſtantine. I will addeto theſe 
authorities two orthree reaſons,why they 
muſt, in all likelihood, have had ſuch Pla- 
ces; Firſt, becaule it is certain, that incheir 
ſacred aſlemblies they uſed then to wor- 
ſhip and pray towards the Eaſt : which 
how iccould be done with any order and 
conveniencie, is noteaſie to be conceived, 
unleſſe we ſuppoſe the' Places- wherein 
they worſhipped to have been ſituated and 
accommodated accordingly ; that is, cho- 
ſen and appointed to that end. Secondly, 
becauſe of their diſcipline, which required

blies, for the Fenitentes, Auditores, Catechu-

1. | ESEDSSP Come now to anſwer the 
ObjeRions brought by ſuch 

S as maintain the contrary opi- 
D nion, which are two. Firſt, 
" fay they, Iris norlikely, no 
not poſſible,they ſhould have any ſuch pla- 
ces living under a Pagan and perſecuting 
State and Empire. I anſwer:this ObjeQion 
is already confuted by matter of fat. For 
it isto be noted, thatthe greateſt and moſt 
cruell Perſecutions,and the 5, laſt of the 
ten fall within thethird or laſt Centurie. In 
which, that Chriſtians had Oratories or 
Houſes of Chriſtian worſhip, we have be- 
fore proved by moſt indubitate and irre- | 
fragable teſtimonies : Bur if in this, why 
not aſwell in the former Ages,wherein the 
perſecutions were, as no more in number, 
ſo far leſſe bitter ? For itis to betaken no- 
tice of , that theſe Perſecutions were not 
conti- | 
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of the 2. firſt Centuries of no long du- 
rance : ſo asthe Churches enjoyed long | 
times of peace and quietneſle between 
them, 

Beſides, why ſhould it ſeem to any one 
lefle credible, that Chriſtians ſhould have | 
their Oratories or Houſes of worſhip un- 
der the Romane Empire, whileſt the State 
thereof was yet Gentile and oppoſitetothe 
faith of Chriſt , then that they had them 
in the Kingdome of Perſia, which never 
atten 2 For,that they had them 
there as old as the dayes of Conſtantine, So- 
zomen teſtifieth, Lib.2.c.38, The occaſion of 
the demoliſhing whereof by K.1/digerdes, 
and of that moſt barbarous perſecution of 
the Chriſtians of thoſe Countries for 30. 
yeares together, about the yeare 400. The- 
odoret relates Lib. 5.cap. 38. namely,that one 
Andes, out of an indiſcreetand unſeaſona- 
ble zeale, ( though otherwiſe a vertuous 
and godly Biſhop) having demoliſhedthe 
Perſians Pyreum, or Temple where the 
| Fire was worſhipped, and "refuſing to 


continuall,but as it were by fits, andthoſe

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build itup again as was enjoyned him;the 
King thereupon mightily enraged, cauſed 
all the Chriſtians Oratories or Churches in 
his Dominionsto be demoliſhed likewiſe, 
and that horrible perſecution before men- 
tioned, to ſtorm againſt chem. Could the 
Chriſtians finde means and opportunity to 
erect Churches,that is,houſes for their Re- 
ligion under a Pagan government in Per- 
fa, and could they not under the Romane- 
Empire 2? | 

The other QbjeRion is from the Authors 
of Apologies againſt the Gentiles , Origen 
againſt (elſus, Minutius Felix, Arnobius,and 
Laftantius, who when the Gentiles obje&t 
Atheiſme to the Chriſtians, as having no 
Templa, no Ars, no Simulacrs , theſe Au- 
thors are ſo far from pleading they had any 
ſuch,that they anſwer by way of conceſh- 
on,notonly granting they had none, bur 
(which is more)afhrming they ought not 
to have,, and condemning the Gentiles 
which had., Celſus, ſaith Origen , ait nos A-

Who would now think, that Chriſti- 
ans had any Churches or Houles of wor- 
ſhip in theſe Authors dayes? 

This Obje&tion indeed looks very big 
at the firſt ſight, but iris no more buta 
ſhew, and we ſhall deale well enough 
with it. For we areto take notice, that 
theſe Authors all foure of them lived and 
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wrote within, and after the third Seculum 
was begun, and the eldeſt of them Minnti- 
us Felix after Terttllian , Origen after him : 
yea, why do lay, after the third Seculum 
was begun,or within it 2 when as 2. of 
them, Arnobius and Laffantins, lived and 
wrote rather after it was ended, and in the 
beginning of the fourthz Arnobius in the 
time of the Perſecution of Diccletian, La- 
Fantins Comewhar after him : for he was 
his Scholler and dedicates his Inſticucions 
adverſus Gentes,to ( onſtantine the Great. 
Now then remember,whart authorities 
and teſtimonies were even now produced 
for the Chriſtians Oratories all that Seculi 
throughout, not probabilities only bur ſuch 
as are altogether irrefragable and paſt con- 
tradition. This they ſeem not to have 


] conſidered, unlefle they difſembled it, who 


ſo ſecurely urge theſe paſſages, to infer a 
Concluſion point-blanck againſt evidence 
of Fat. As for example (I willalledge no 
more, but what is out of —_— to be 


denyed or eluded. ) Had the Chriſtians ns | 


Oratories or Churches in Gregory T hauma- 
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turgas his time * Had they none in S, Gypri- 
ans ? Had they none inthe dayes of Dioxy- 
ins Alexandrnus > Had they none, when 
Galienus releaſed their T o'N 01 %morwnun? 
Had they none in thoſe halcyonian dayes 
whereof Euſebius ſpeaks, when the multi- 
tude of Chriſtians was grown ſo great,that 
7% maAu ontodopruare , the - ancient Adifices 
were no longer able to contain their Aſ- 
ſemblies; but thatthey were fainto build 
new and ſpacious Churches in every City 
from the foundations ? Had they none, 
when the Edi of Diocletian came forth 
for demoliſhing them? For all theſe were 
before, that either Arnobius or Lat#antius 
wrote. Let thoſe therefore, who put ſo 
much confidence in theſe paſlages, tell us, 
before they conclude, how to untie this 
knotr, and then they ſhall ſay ſomething. 
What then, will you ſay,is the meaning 
of theſe paſlages, and hovy may they be ſa- 
itisfied and this ſcruple taken off? I anſwer: 
The Gentiles in theſe Objections had a pe- 
culiar notion of whatthey called a Temple, 
and theſe Fathers and Authors, in their dil. 
putes 
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putes with them, anſwer them according 
unto it. Forthey defined a Temple by an 
Idoll and the incloſure of a Deity , not of 
the ſtatue or Image only, but of the Damon 
himſelf : that is, they ſuppoſed their gods 
by the power of ſpels and magicall conſe- 
erations, to be retained and ſhutup in their 
Temples, as birds in a Cage, or the devil] 
within a circle; that ſo their ſuppliants 
might know where to have them, when 
they hadoccaſion to ſeck unto them ; and 
thar, for ſuch retaining or circumſcribing 
of them in a certain Place, an Idoll vas ne- 
ceſſary, .as the center of their collocation. 
Thus much Origen himſelf will inform us 
inthoſe his diſputes againſt (elſus,as in his 
3. Book pag. 13 5.Editionis Grecolat , where 
he deſcribes, Nos xy 4yaauams, Temples 
and Idols to be places where Demons are 
1,401, enthroned or ſeated, either havin
